thousands of Russian students did a 
gigantic snake dance around a great 
bonfire. The climax of the celebra­ 
tion came, however, when the young 
people gleefully tossed Into the flam­ 
es straw and paper figres represent- 
ing the deities of the Chrisman Mo­ 
hammedan, Jewish and Buddist re­ 
ligions. 
The Russian christmas had been 
especially chosen by the young com­ 
munists as the occasion for shatter­ 
ing by mockery the ancient Yuletide 
story. 
Flaring stars of rqd, burles­ 
ques of the Star of Bethlehem, were 
borne aloft at the head of the par­ 
ade, followed by posters and 
ban­ 
ners upon which were daubed car­ 
toons of deities and saints. 
No reminders of the church pro­ 
cessions that in the past have mark­ 
ed the advent of the Christinas fes­ 
tival were in evidence.
